A vyeek 
has almost olapsetl siiica ths-last disoossipn, 
nffordlnK the mtmbBrs o llllle breathing time 
befoto they ouior pell-moll into the serious 
operatioo of implicating our future revenues 
' in' a" project ibul may end in ilio loial 
bankiuplo^ of the oolpDy, , There ia not, wi 
■■■"BeHev'e, li sFngle' person in th^ coijntry who 
ia oppoFed lo the imprdveiifoDt ot'Vicloria 
harbor ; but tlio best or 'tliings* oa'n be pur- 
ohoseil too dearly. 'I hero nro many obsta- 
ole,< on the Island— both physical and politi- 
cal—that require raroovol, but no oub will 
ooDiend for a moment that the colony is in a 
position at the present :iitno to'involVe itself 
in an outlay of hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars for any such reforms. Wo would like 
10 see tbo country intersected with railways 
from one end to the 6tbor ; but wo are afraid 
we raust " wait for the wagon" before we 
venturo upon these gigantic onderiokinss. 
AVe would rejoice it the""'' making" of Vielorla 
harbor— the removal of every rock, pebble 
or particle of saud that mi^bt obstruct uavi- 
gallon, — could the clever financiers of 
car Hpi|$a of . AaMiDbly come down for 
■once Jn "their lives from thai bit;h pin- 
nacle of fsncy, which reels like the coffiti 
ol Mahomet, in mid-uir, and give us (.atis 
factory facts instead of delusive nssortioiis 
Wo do not expect, however, lliey will do this 
from Ihe simple but very substantial reasi.n 
th|>i they cannot. , Thejr have abnui as cor- 
'' rent an idea of the exprnditure really oeces- 
sary— of the actual amount of work lo bi 
done— as they have of the k'oography ol 
, Jupiter. They talk ns flippantly of blan 
I sab-^arine rooks at-SIl n cubic yard, as il 
they bad been oil engaged in constructing ibo 
Tbntres Tunnel ; and seem to be entirely ob- 
livious of the fact that fof er^ry yard of rook 
they blast at S'l, they may be obliged to 
pay one hundred dollars afterwards for pick 
ing it out of tbo water. The enormous work 
■ *if> j^'Pfo^emeut oi-lhe>harbor-at-aoy-price 
men have cut out for the dredging tn.iohinc 
and the diving opparatus may po.ssibly b 
done io the present century, but we question 
very much whether il will not e.\lenil beyond 
Ibis lengthened period. To remove the rock 
•t the bar so as to adniil vessels of the great 
est draUmay baan ambitioaa project, but it 
ia certainly neither a wise nor an easy oiio. 
To widen ihe narrow p.irts of the barber by 
blasiini.' above and below the water, so as to 
•How Iho Great Eastern tn turn, is alsn a 
noble design, and well worthy ihe eiietfji-tio 
men who nra determined on roakin,;' Vic- 
toria the commercial eotrpppt of. the yvoild.; 
but we aro afraid the' 'time and the money 
of the preseui generation of Violorians will 
scarce suffice for its completion. 

Wo have already alluded to the abeurdity 
of aetempiioK to remove even a poriioaof the 
rook OD the bar. The gradual deposits from 
the outer shores swept in on the oi-cusioo ol 
every soutlerly or south westerly breeze, 
would giveono dredgiDL'-mucbiiiB more work 
than it would be likely to iici^.niiphsh, if 
this part of the "i'nproving" ptograinmo was 
oarritd out. There are several feet of sand 
and gravel on the bar that should t>e, no 
doubt, removed, in orcb'r lo admit a ves.sel 
drawing twelve or lliirleeii fci'I, al low tide. 
The channel riijiii'es duepi ii in;,' iiivai-ious 
places from tlircf lo luur ft.el,aiiil the reiuuval 
of other obstructions of by no moans a stu 
pendoiis- character, ia also csseulial; but 
beyond this there is neither wisdom nor ad-' 
vantage in atteinpiiiii;. The uratiii work laid 
out for the iliudj^ing-iiiucbine in, with our 
present finniiees, sheer folly— if for no other 
reason than Ihe total want of proper 
•latislics on which to found so um- 
bitiuuv . a soheine. The motion of Dr. 
Helmoken meets all the difficalties of the 
quealion. It covers the c.xpetisos lo which 
the credit of the country is pledfied, and 
gives suflieieiit nine lor a proper harbor re- 
port lo be laid beloro the As.seuibly. There is 
every prubability, ns we have previously re- 
marked, of an e/irly meeting of tbo uext 
House, when the public vf ill Ijo able lo found 
their opinions ,if what is necessary on pro- 
perly drawn up rejiorts id a iiarhor .survey. 
To iuiplicale tue colony in an endle.s.s e.\- 
f enae on purely hypothetical daia, is not what 
is expected of rtasonablo men, in whose 
cuatoily are placed Iho pursu sliiiiija of tlie 
colony.
